The one method of amending the Constitution of Can- 
ada which is satisfactory is to have a conference. between 


| the provinces and the federal government in which amend- | 


ments will be made, not at the dictates of one section of the | 
country, but according to the needs and aspirations of Can- 


» adians as a whole. 


This was the declaration made by Rt. Hon. R. B. Ben- | 
nett, P.C., K.C., Dominion leader of the Conservative Party 
and former prime minister of Canada before a capacity 
luncheon meeting sponsored by the Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce and Canadian Club at the Macdonald hotel, Friday 
noon, 


Only such a “constitutional conference”, in an atmos- 
phere of reason and compromise, will result in constitu- 
tional reform, he added. 

“Personally, I believe the Constitution must be changed, | 
but until it is so changed it is the charter of our government 


and we must obey the Constitution until it is amended,” he 
said. 


“Do not mistake the spasmodic expression of opinion of | 
people, at times unaware of the story of the Constitution and | 
country, as the voice of the Canadian people. 


“Alberta cannot change our Constitution by stating 
that ‘it is the will of God’,” he declared amid applause. 


“It conforms to all the requirements of law and can be 
reformed within the law. 


Defiance of the courts is “absolutism” and means “the 
destruction of democracy,’ Mr, Bennett declared. 


“The courts are the bulwark of our freedom and basis 
of our liberties,” he asserted. ‘*

This happy state of affairs did not come about 
just by chance. Early in the great slump New 
Zealand took steps to adjust debt charges to the 
new conditions and equate them to the reduced 
earning power of debtors and taxpayers. At the 
same time, by a modified and rigidly controlled 
inflation of the currency it checked the downward 
rush of prices and got an edge on Canada and 
other competitors in selling its products in the 
British and other markets abroad. 

There was nothing spectacular or unheard-of 
or mysterious about these methods, but they got 
results. They helped to temper the hardships of 
deflation, make it possible that debts could be 
carried or paid off, and kept hope and ambition 
from dying out. They do not altogether account 
for the recovery that Dominion has made, but 
they are in measure respousible for it 

By corresponding adjustments Canadians 
could have been saved some of the miseries they 
have gone through, and the country would be 
well out of its troubles, save those due to crop 
failure 

While New Zealand is enjoying the benefits 
of its foresight and timely action, one-half of 
Canada is trying to struggle back to prosperity 
despite the handicaps of “sound money,” while 
the other half is struggling to get a modification 
of these handicaps which make any return to 
prosperity almost hopeless for it in the face of 
prolonged drought and eight years of poor crops.

Passing Show 


By J.S. COWPER 

An intelligent and well-infromed Chinese 
friend in the city, corrects two observations in a 
recent column about men and issues in China. He 
says I am right in saying that most of the Chinese 
in Alberta are Cantonese, but wrong in adding 
that many of them are from the @oolie class. 
He says I am right in saying that the Mongols 
in the North are of bigger physique, but not in the 
inference that they are better fighting material. 


He adds—and the reasonableness is quite 
apparent to anyone who recails the fighting 
qualities of the British “bantam” regiments in 
France—“Modern warfare does not demand brute 
force so much as scfence and brains.” 

It was the Cantonese, under Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
who brought about the Chinese Revolution 26 
years ago, and it was the 19th Route Army, com- 
posed entirely of Qantonese, who held the much 
larger and superior forces of Japanese at bay for 
34 days in the fighting at Shanghai in 1932. 

Since the change in the immigration laws, 
some years ago, prohibiting the entry of Chinese 
laborers there has been no entry of coolies. My 
informant gays that most of the Chinese in 
Alberta come from agricultural peasantry of 
China. 

In the discussion of the machine-gunning of 
Sir Hughe Knatchbull-Hugesson, British am- 
bassador to China, by Japanese aviators, the most 
important element in the shooting has been 
overlooked—especially by American radio com- 
mentators. 

Some of them discuss, as did the Tokyo papers, 
the propriety of the British ambassador in pro- 
ceeding by automobile during troublous times, 
without having first notified the Japanese 
military authorities. Some of them discuss 
whether the Japanese aviators who poured 
bullets into the Ambassador's car could dis- 
tinguish the British flag which flew from the car. 

Whether a Japanese aviator could distinguish 
a Union Jack measuring 18 inches by 22 inches 
when he descended to 200 feet to take aim, or 
whether Sir Hughe should have asked permission 
of the Japanese generals'is all beside the point. 
The real point is that war has not been declared. 
China and Japan still enjoy diplomatic relations. 
The Japanese aviators had no more right under 
international law to fire on Sir Hughe than have 
American aviators to fire on Premier Aberhart's 
limousine as he tours the province. The Japanese 
had no right to shoot at anyone. It was plain 
murder, of the Fascist type; of a piece with the 
sinking of neutral shipping in the Mediterranean 
by Fascist war-vessels and war-planes. The only 
element of “accident” to it was that the Japanese 
nearly murdered the British Ambassador when 
they intended to murder Premier Chiang 
Kai-shek. 


I've been reading more about the “stuff called 
gold, of little use, but much in demand in the out- 
side world.’ It is contained in Frank Gerald's 
autobiography, “A Millionaire in Memories.” One 
wonders why Mr. Gerald is not also a millionaire 
in golden pounds, for opportunity certainly came 


where he travelled with Jem Mace, the English 


boxer. Once at a little place in New Zealand 
called Timgru, following his usual practice of 
taking on the local champion, he had all he 


could do to handle a red-haired youngster known 
as “The Boy Wonder”. After the fight, Gerald 
asked the youngster his name and was told “Bob 
Fitzsimmons”. That was before “Ruby Robert” 
made fistic fame. 

Gerald was at a little place called Southern 
Cross. when a prospector named Bailey came in 
with his packhorse loaded with ore from a place 
called Coolgardie. “I've got it this time, Frank— 
got it good,” he said. Says Gerald: 


From the packs we took ald bully-beef 
tins, sardine tins, milk tins, and a tea canister. 
Each was jammed full of gold. There were 
lumps of almost pure gold. One by one we 
placed these things on the counter before 
white-feced Charlie Saw. Then he fetched a 
broom and we swept the floor. “Better scrape 
your boots, you've walked in it,” he muttered. 
We did so, and the weighing began. 

They weighed out about three hundred and 
seventy-five ounces—worth £1,560. Then they 
asked Bailey where his partner, Ford, was. 


“He's sitting tight on £20,000 worth back 
where I left him,” said Bailey, and he went 
rapidly. “We didn't put a pick in the 
ground to get this. We kicked it off. It’s there 
-—sticking out of the ground like a coxcomb, 
a spur of pure gold. I tell you this is one of 
the richest finds Australia has ever known.” 
... So Coolgardie was located and the news 
went flashing round the world.

Bailey and Ford sold their “Reward” claim 
for £50,000 to a Melbourne syndicate, each 
member of which made a fortune. (They were 
entitled as discoverers to a second claim.) Mr. 
Gerald describes their five-day trip of 129 miles 
to “Bailey's Find”, Ford had been busy stacking 
up ore in his tent. Says Gerald: 


Lumps of gold were piled in a great heap. 
The sight was staggering. There were 
thousands and thousands of pounds lying be- 
fore our eyes. Two miners behind me fell on 
their knees and jabbered like mad things. 
Then they turned and rushed from the tent, 
shouting, “It’s here! It’s here! Tons of it! 
Come on! Come on!” 


One native tracker went crazy at the sight and 
screamed for water. He staked a claim and within 
twelve months was worth £250,000. Most amusing 
was the plight of Tommy, the local bank clerk. 
He joined with two others to stake a claim. His 
first job was to cut a sapling fer a tent-pole. He 
was so awkward with the axe that he missed the 
tree and hit the ground. But when he pulled the 
axe out, 2 lump of gold was sticking to it! 

Tommy stood there, armazed at what he had 
done 

“What's that worth?” he asked 

“Five hundred pounds,” replied one of his 
friends. 

“Then I've finished mining,” said Tommy. “My 
girl's father told me I had to have five hundred 
before I could marry her. I've got it; that's all 1 
want. You two can have the rest between you!” 

Perhaps he got the best of it, et that.

Calamity threatens Ontario with the possibil- 
ity that the Dionne quintuplets might be with- 
drawn from daily public view. 

It seems -it is feared that the constant 
experience of having hordes of people giaring 
and staring in at them through thick glass is 
getting under their little skins and that their 
nervous systems are showing an unfavorable 
reaction.

SHANGHAI AS SIGNPOST 


Is imagination a lost human faculty? If there 
are any who still have it let them exercise it by 
trying to translate the cold words which appear 
in the news despatches from Shanghai into the 
realities as seen, felt and experienced on the 
ground. One of the most populous cities of the 
world, with densely crowded quarters, narrow 
streets and flimsy buildings bombed relentlessly 
from the air, night after night, day after day— 
following each bombardment, panic, fires, stam- 
| pedes, death, by bombs, by mutilation, by falling 
| walls, by fire; homelessness, hunger. It is reported 


that a million Chinese have been driven from 
their homes; the casualties among civilians—a 

term which includes men and women, young and 
old, little children and babies in arms—are 
numbered by the thousands. 

The people thus afflicted do not know what it 
| is all about. All they know is that while every- 
thing was proceeding as before the heavens 
opened and hell belched forth. When they make 
| enquiries the best information they will be able 
| to get is that the Japanese are taking these means 
| of getting them to love them and to teach them 
| to be obedient. There is no declaration of war and 
| the world looks on indifferent. 

If their imagination has carried our readers 
| thus far, perhaps it will carry them further 
| “There, but for the grace of God, goes John 
Bradford,” said the divine as the condemned 
man rattled by him on the way to Tyburn. What 
| is happening in Sha *gr .i mighc be nappening in 
| any European capital; will happen inevitubly and 
| with no great loss of time with things proceeding 
| as they are. There is nothing to stop it except 
| the fear of reprisal upon those who weigh the 
| possibilities of an adventure of this kind. For 
| months past the world has been hearing the story 
| from the Orient that Japan was changing her 
policy towards China and would no longer resort 
to measures of force which had hitherto been her 
| preferred method of approach; but, it only needed 

an accentuation of tension in Europe (which is 

the actual state of affairs although official 

“handouts” claiming betterment abound) and t’ > 
| evidence that Russia is fully occupied a Ac™.e, 
! to send the bombing planes droning over Shang- 
hai. Similarly a calculation of an estimated 
margin of advantage (which of course in the 
sequel might prove to be a miscalculation) may 
| send the planes over Prague, or Paris, or London 
—just try to think of a rain of bombs on London 
and what it would mean! 

Against this there is no protection except the 
| possession of an air force that could retaliate in 
kind. Engagements mean nothing; assurances are 
worthless; signatures on treaties are mere words 
on a scrap of paper; professions of friendship are 
| liable to immediate renouncement. If a moment 

of definite advantage arises it will not likely be 
allowed to pass. The world today, with respect to 
deadliness of available weupons, the will to use 
them on the part of gangster nations, and the 
| contempt in which international engagements 
| are held, is at a lower level than has been known 
in modern times. And there is no longer a stigma 
attached to aggression that creates even a pre- 
sumption that the raost wanton exercise of it will 
bring assistance or even sympathy (except on the 
part of individuals) for the vietim. And this state 
of affairs has come about in just six years; and 
it has been absolute for less than two years. 
When the historians of the future come to tell 
the story of how the League of Nations was de- 
stroyed and the world happily restored to the 
time-honored and blood-encrusted systern of 
power politics—“they shall take who have the 
power and they shall keep who can"—they will 
marvel at the simplicity and effectiveness of the 
tactics employed. The enemies of the League had 
| only to say in November, 1935, that whereas the 
term “League” was supposed to connote peace 
adherence to its principles at that time carried 
with it the possibility of war (which was true, 
but t'e war had it come would have been a 
wer fer the vindication of League principles and 
it would have been the first and last of its kind). 
By a skilful and unscrupulous twist to the argu- 
ment the public was led to believe that the danger 
of war tied up with the League, while the re- 
jection of its principles of sanctions (without 
which there is no League) meant the assurance of 
peace, continuing and permanent. For that harsh 
word “sanctions” the blessed word “conciliation” 
would be substituted: after which all would be 
well. There has been a good dea! of disillusion 
| gince that time: and it is probable that many who 
| took this bait now understand that while the 
League might mean war, where it was necessary 
| for collective defence, the system of power 
| 


politics means @ succession of wars fought for the 
old causes: ambition, revenge, plunder, gratifice- 
tion of the blood lust and all the other devilish 
excuses for mass murder which have done duty 
for thousands of years. Shanghai is just a burning 
signpost on the highway along which the nations 
press.—Winnipeg Free Press.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
Most of us know that in the early 
days men were hanged for theft of 
bread or sheep or other trivial 
things, but how many know that 
the first sentence to death in the 
province of Upper Canada was 


upon a man convicted of having 
committed burglary? The criminal 
was a negro slave, Josiah Cutten, 
who had been transferrec *-om one 


| cwner in Montreal te her in 
Detroit, which at that ..ne was 
British territory.. He had been 


caught in the act of stealing furs 
from a Detroit trader, taken before 
a local JP. and committed for 
trial. That came off at L’Assomp- 
tion, near Sandwich, on September 
3, 1792. He had a fair trial but had 
no chance and was rightfully cone 
victed. It is curious to note the 
language of the presiding judge, 
Hon. W. D. Powell, afterwards 
Chief Justice of Upper Canada: 

“This crime (of burglary) is so 
much more atrocious and alarming 
to society, as it is committed at 
night when the world is at repose, 
and that it cannot be guarded 
egainst without the same precau- 
tions which are used against the 
wild beasts of the forest, who, like 
you, go prowling about at night for 
their prey.
